in May preceeding. -- Notice was publish- 
ed in the Gazette of that month, That those 
who were desirous that their Sons might be 
admitted pupills should -present them to 
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be examined in the first week in July, 
1754. -- Accordingly in that week were 
admitted 8 pupills, & Tuition began July 
17th. -- & here followeth a Register of 
those that were admitted & graduated, & 
the Officers that were employed in S. 
College, From year to year, every year 
from its First Foundation.
